SCOUT CAMP IN FRANCE 


Lorne W. Barclay, director of the 
department of education of the Boy 
Scouts of America, upon his recent 
return from France where he estab- 
lished a camp school of scouting for 
the boys of the devastated regions at 
the invitation of the American Com- 
mittee for Devastated France, said 
that although ‘France is recovering 
very decidedly and very energetically 
from the effects of the war, the one 
thing that is needed Is concerted ef- 
fort and co-ordination by the many dif- 
ferent groups which are working along 
practically the same lines. This, he 
says, is especially noticeable in the 
scout work and Red Cross in France. 

“There are three Red Cross organ- 
izations,” said Mr. Barclay, “all with 
the same objectives but managed by 
different groups of people with little 
co-operation one from the other. The 
scouting idea is being promoted by at 
least ten different groups of people, 
three of which are aggressively work- 
ing In different parts of the country 
in the development of troops of scouts. 
This, of course, means that there Is a 
great duplication of effort and that 
the scout movement is not making the 
progress that the reconstruction needs 
of France demand. 

“The camp school located at Rethon- 
des where the armistice was signed was 
originated to draw together the many

groups ministering to the boys of 
France through scouting, and to make 
available with their cooperation a 
training course for the young men 
from the many villages of the devas- 
tated regions. Great Britain, Canada, 
Belgium, the United States and France 
participated in the leadership of the 
camp and as the scout spirit drew 
representatives of these nations to- 
gether so it drew together the repre 
sentatives of these many organizations, 
and was an effective demonstration of 
how scouting attracts people of di- 
verse convictions, especially on reli- 
gion, 

“Our camp school for the first time 
brought scouting before the important 
people of France and resulted in giv- 
ing them the conviction that the coun- 
try, like the United States, must have 
a unified national organization giving 
leadership to the developments of {ts 
boyhood. It is my conviction that with 
the united spirit evidenced in the camp | 
there soon will be a real organization 
of the boy scouts in France. The im- 
portance attached to our work {s evi- 
denced by the fact ‘that already an 
{invitation has come for establishing 
several such camps next year in 
France, as well as one in Belgium.”

to become brides of Armenian ranch- 
ers, 

Kanosian asserts that he paid $850 
for the privilege of marrying Selvia 
Safarzian and that he not only lost 
his prospective mate but came near 
\losing his money as well. 

His story is refuted by Salvian, by 
the ranchers who eventually and re- 
spectively married the fair Selvia and 
her companions, by Father Papazian 
of the local Armenian Catholic 
church, and by a number of Armenian 
attorneys, among whom the chief 
spokesman is J. George Ohannessian. 

Rallying from this body blow, Kra- 
;kov Kanosian again toes the scratch 
and asseverates that Sarkas = Ana- 
forian, to whose good looks and sub- 
jstantial bank account Selvia  sue- 
cumbed, paid Salvian $2000 for her.

Moles and 
the many kinds of rodents do serious 
damage to grass and grain, and a cum- 
paign of extermination was started 
against them through co-operation of 
the biological survey and the states 
relations service.

This is being cut down by 
systematic poisoning campaigns = in 
varlous sectlons. The territory cov- 
ered in these campaigus in the last 
year amounted to ubout 34,000,000 
acres. The saving to crops in the 
destruction of moles and of such ro- 
dents as prairie dogs, ground squirrels, 
pocket gophers, juck rabbits is 
estimated to be $10,000,000 a year. 


RATS CAUSE ENORMOUS Loss 


Dariage in Minnesota Estimated at 
$12,000,000 Annually—Rodents

Entomologists of the department of 
agriculture of the University of Min- 
hesota say that Minnesota's financial 
loss from the depredations of rats is 
from $10,000,000 to $12,000,000 annual- 
ly. State directors of agricultural ex: 
tension work have estimated the losses 
in Montana at from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000; in North Dakota at $6,000,000 
or more; in’ Kansas $12,000,000; in 
California $20,000,000 and in Wyoming 
and Nevada at from 10 to 15 per cent 
of the value of all crops. 

“In addition to this monumental 
loss of food products,” says F. L. 
Washburn of the division of economic 
zoology, University Farm, “rats spread 
disease, and efforts are being made 
by our state and city boards of health 
to reduce the number of these dan- 
gerous and destructive animals. 

“Every citizen of Minnesota should 
feel the responsibility of doing his or 
her part by making new buildings rat- 
proof and ‘by eliminating rubbish 
which harbors rats, as well as by an 
active campaign leading to their de 
struction both by trapping and poi- 
soning.”

chased only grit of known hardness 
should be employed; always the 
greater the quantity of grit found in 
the droppings the greater the evidence 
of its softness. Hard grit is slowly 
. .woided, therefore the gizzard is made 
to function more accurately, and every 
organ of the hen. in consequence, 
functions more thoroughly. Less un- 
assimilated feed is thrown off and 
more eggs result from _ perfectly 
ground and therefore assimilated feed. 
Naturally there is less feed required 
where all the feed is digested—nearly 
all farm fowls, except where hard grit
